A PUBLICITY BUREAU. 

The Catholic Press Association held its postponed 
1919 meeting in Washington a few weeks ago and 
Bishop William T. Russell, D. D., of Charlestown, 
8. C., representing the National Catholic Welfare 
Council, was present. 

Bishop Russell is Chairman of the Committee on 
Publicity, Press and Literature of the National 
Catholic Welfare Council, and he besought the in- 


terest of the Catholic Press in the publicity campaign 
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an indisputable truth, so why not accept it and 


which will be inaugurated by the National Catholic 
Welfare Council. Itis the intention of his Committee 
to open up in Washington a Publicity Bureau, with a 
competent lay journalist in charge. From this office 
news, both domestic and foreign of interest to Catho- 
lies, will be distributed. The service will cover the 
entire world, with agencies established in nearly every 
country. Considerable money will be needed to finance 
the big undertaking, but much of it has already been 
pledged. Judging from letters received by us during 
the past seven or eight years we feel confident that 
our Catholic people will contribute towards a work of 
this nature with greater willingness than they would 
towards almest any other work. They are naturally 


interested in wanting their neighbor to know the- 


truth about the Catholic Church, her doctrines, her 
practices, her principles, her people, and they know 


that the seeular press misrepresents all these most, 


frightfully. Connected with this Publicity Bureau 
will be an Information Department, from which, any 
person will be able to receive information concerning 
the attitude of Catholics on any public matter, con- 
cerning articles and books on special subjects, con- 
cerning articles in home and foreign periodicals, and 
concerning Catholic writers, books on Catholic sub- 
jects, ‘tarts ete. 

This is a very timely movement and we hope our 
Catholic people will —— support it, that they 
will make good use of the opportunity afforded them 
to set their friends right on everything Catholic.

“Of those surrounding the operat- 
ing table,” continued the father, “that 
boy sufferer was least affected.

countenance, clearly and reverently he
